Hot individual storioe that may 
make individual sensations. 

The people responsible for the obfuscations have tie need to obfuscate 
further. This is what must be addressed effectively or there will be more 
whitewashing, more covering up. And this ia wnat I'm trying to do. I think 
the real question in will this work get decent attention at the right time. 

With all those who have always commercialized the field busier than ever 
at the aune endeavor I have added problems. Thoy cut my throat at every op- 
portunity but I'm hopeful I've enough blood left. 

I have stayed almost entirely away from the Hill because of them, because it 
is impossible, oven futile^ to try to counter them, and to be able to get the 
work they rip off done. I do, however, have one relationship at his inlrLtation 
with a member of the Uhurch committee. They are not about to rush into this one.

You'd not be able to. ©f course I have no idea 
how the Tiroes will react and I do know its attitude in general, the customary 
attitudes on proposals like this and the prevailing attitude toward me. But I 
do&'t discourage easily. 

However, I also can't give all this work done over so many y<*ars without pay 
or jnn nirja away. I'm 62, have no regular income and nc ether prose ct of any income. 
But can you imagine what I've gotten with kore than a decade of the most diligent 
digging? Anri it is obsolutely solid.
